formally adopted after several changes 
and some discussion. 
It will be the obj* ct of this loigue 
to help the officers of the law in evtry 
manner possible to complete the eradi­ 
cation of liquor selling from the coun­ 
ty. 
Nearly every township in 
the 
county was representrd, and much en­ 
couragement was given the movement, 
which means that 
bootleggers 
and 
icakeasies will have to go. 
The constitution 
provideo 
bri-tty 
that a c ntral, compact, non-par*isau 
and m . ¡.nom inations 
organization 
may be afforded for all who be’ieve 
in prohibiting the sale of liquor in Col 
umbiana ( junty; for the promotion of 
civic righteousness; for aid in the en 
forcemtnt of all law, and for a con 
tinuous campaign of education 
and 
agitation. 
The county organization will consist 
of one representative from each town 
ship, selected by the township organ 
ization. 
From this body five men are 
to be selected each year to serve W'th 
the four county officers as an execu 
tive committee. 
This committee 
has 
power to plan campaigns, raise funds 
employ counsel to assist in pro-fcu 
tion of law violators and to oversee 
generally the league’s interest in law 
enforcement. 
It is planned to ultimately have an 
organization in each precinct in each 
township, the precinct organizations to 
be under the control and direction of 
the township organizations.
